'London, April 8—(Bulletin)—Late 


advices from Singapore indicate that 
the ho'stile fleets are this afternoon 
not more than 30 miles apart. 


Singapore, April 8—(Bulletin)—Ro- 


jestvensky's fleet was sighted at 2:10 
this afternoon. The Russian fleet pass- 
ed the harbor at 3 p. m., steaming 
northeast.

third Russian Baltic squadron, under 
Admiral Niebgatoff, sailed from here 
yesterday.

Washington, Apri 1 8—(Bulletin)— 


Consul General Williams at Singapore, 
officially reported to the state depart- 
ment'today-that the Russian fleet -had 
been sighted off that port. 


London, April 8—From the dispatch- 


es -vwhich have been received in the 
last'.twelve hours indicating that the" 
Japanese and Russian fleets are really 
coming together -it is regarded as al- 
most certain that another great naval 
battle will be fought within the next 
few hours. 


That the Russian fleet has advanced 


through the straits'of Malacca, head- 
ing apparently for the China sea, is re- 
garded as an indication that Admiral 
Hojesvensky has at last decided to 
meet the enemy in the battle which the 
Czar regards as offering the only possi- 


- bility of Russia regaining any semb- 
lance of her former 
prestige. The 


China sea will probably be the scene 
of the conflict if Rojestvensky adheres 
to his apparent intention of making ior 
Saigon, .the capitol of French Cochin 
Chfna. 


The Russian fleet has been sighted 


at Singapore, one of the strait settle- 
ments Just south of the Malay -penin- 
sula. There are several 
openings 


through which.the Russian fleet may 
pass from the straits of Malacca and 
it is believed that Admiral Togo is 
closely watching all of these passages. 


Little has been heard of Togo's fleet 


in-the last few weeks. It is understood 
however, that the Japanese vessels 
have been cruising in the neighbor- 
hood of Singapore and the Linga archi- 
pelago. On March 16, vessels report- 
ed at Singapore of sighting 22 Japaii- 
ese warship in that neighborhood. 


By means of his scout ships it is 


believed the Japanese commander has 
been able to keep a close watch on all 
the passages by which the Russian 
fleet might pass from the Indian ocean 
•which Rojestvensky has 
traversed 


coming from Madagascar, near which 
the Russian vessejs cruised for so 
many week into the China sea. The 
Japanese vessels have been cruising 
with lights out at night and apparently 
•were ready to meet the Russians at 
any moment. From the "lay of the 
land'' it s%ems apparent that Togo will 
have something of an advantage in po- 
sition. The straits of Malacca separ- 
ate the large island of Sumatra from 
the Malar peninsula on the west and 
southwest. Singapore and Bingtang 
and other islands of the Rhto archipel- 
ago lie south of the Malay peninsula. 
and separated from it by the strait or 
Singapore. These islands are to the 
cast of Sumatra, Farther southeast is 
jthe Linga archipelago, which is al=o 
east of Sumatra and" separated from 
the latter by the Diirian straits. 


Togo will have the advantage that 


his vessels can be arranged in ord"r 
of battle near any of the pafsases if 
snffiricnt warning is given of which 
one trie Russian vessels are n«int:.

as believed that his scouts can furnish 
tnis information. Coming out of t*i" 
straits of Malacca, Kojesn-ensky may 


pore or he may go further south round- 
ing the Linga archipelago. 13y the lat- 
ter route more sea room would be se- 
cured. If Togo's fleet is on the watcii 
it might be difficult for the Russian 
commander to arrange an effective line 
of battle before engaging the enemy. 
It is believed by the naval experts that 
Togo .has intentionally allowed Rojest- 
vensky. to pass through the straits of 
Malacca unmolested, fearing that if a 
naval battle occurred there the nerrow- 
ness of the straits would interfere with 
the maneuvers of his squadron. 


By waiting until the Russians pa^s 


into the China sea more sea room will 
be secured and the possibility of an 
accident by which the outcome of the 
battle might be changed would be 
avoided in a great measure. It is 
thought that Togo plans to wait until 
Rojestvensky 
round 
Bingtang the 


point of the Malay peninsula, or the 
lower islands of the Linga archipelago 
in case the Russian commander choos- 
es the southernmost 
course, before 


making the attack. The Japanese ap- 
parently intend then to press the Rus- 
sians close to the eastern coast of the 
Malay peninsula, duplicating the plan 
followed by the American fleet in the 
naval battle of Santiago, during the 
Spanish-American war when Admiral 
Cervera was kept close to the Cuban 
coast. It will make little difference 
by which of the two passages Rojest- 
vensky attempts to enter the China 
sea, in case the Japanese squadron is 
strong enough to defeat its enemy. 
The fact that the fight will in all prob- 
ability be lought 
close to land will 


probably mean that one or the other 
of the fleets will be annihilated and 
that the conflict will be decisive. 


The dispatches today are conflicting 


as to which passage Rqjestvensky in- 
tends to make his exit. Early mes- 
sages said the Russian fleet was hs.ul- 
nig for the Durian straits. Later dis- 
patches say that the fleet has passed 
;he harbor of Singapore and is head- 
ing northeast. 
This would indicate 


.hat Rojestvensky intended using the 
Singapore 
strait. This would bring 


his vessels into the China sea at the 
southernmost point of the Malay penin- 
sula and would give the opportunity 
tor Togo to put into effect his plan o'f 
jressing the Russian vessels close to 
iie coast. 


The strength of the opposing fleets 


s not definitely known. The dispatch- 
es place Rojestvensky's fleet at be- 
ween thirty and 
forty vessels, of 


which some at leas tare colliers. The 
fleet is largely made up of the reni-, 
nants of the Russian fleet left after 
he former disastrous 
naval battles. 


Previous accouats of the fleet have in- 
dicated that the vessels were not in 
he best of condition and were not prc- 
>ared for a hard battle. A part of the 
Russian fleet is also made up of small 
:raft, such as torpedo boats and <le- 
troyers. The best vessels in the Jap- 
anese navy are now under Togo. , In 
eports from Singapore, dated March 
6 it was stated that his fleet number- 
d 22 vessels, all good sized warships.

London, April 8.—Japan will carry 


on the war until Russia consents to 
pay indemnity, in the opinion of Baron 
Suyematsu, formerly Japanese minis- 
ter of the interior, who has written an 
interesting and significant article for 
the Outlook. He says: 


"The world should know that in the 


present war Japan staked her very ex- 
istence, whereas with the enemy it 
was a mere war of caprice. Why, then, 
in case of defeat, should not Russia 
be made responsible in equitable ac- 
cordance with the nature of the affair? 
I believe, therefore, that in case of 
the adversary asking for peace the 
satisfaction which she will have to 
make to Japan should include making 
good the material loss of Japan; in 
other words, indemnity." 


Baron Suyematsu says further: "Ja- 


pan has not formulated definite terms 
of peace, because she might be ac- 
cused of skinning the bear before it is 
shot. We have, however, outlined our 
idea." The articles argue out the 
righteousness 
of Japan's position in 


demanding indemnity as a basic condi- 
tion and controverts the idea which, 
he says, he finds prevalent outside of 
Japan, that Japan is willing to make 
peace at any price. 


In conclusion 
Baron 
Suyematsu 


says: "Some* say that Japan might be 
induced to forego a claim for indem- 
nity provided England and America 
gave good assurance for future peace. 
We appreciate, of course, the general 
sentiments of England and America. 
We are anxious to maintain the best 
friendship with these two countries, 
more particularly loan other coun- 
tries. We should, therefore, be sorry 
if we were to be told that we should 
forego on account of that friendship 
any claim to what we deem justice to 
demand." 


Chicago, April 8—Extraordinary pr«- 


cautions were taken this morning by 
the police to prevent rioting of the 
striking teamsters.

New York. April S.—Bradstreet's 


says: Trade, grain and crop and indus- 
trial reports are in the main very fa- 
vorable, exceptions being noted in the 
south, where cotton planting is back- 
ward and a reduced acreage is expect- 
ed, and at a f<_-\v points in the west, 
where inclement weather and bact 
roads tf-nd to check the otherwise full 
tide of spring activity. Western mer- 
chants who earlier in the season 
bought conservatively are now order- 
ing fi eely. Money continues easy at 
most points. Collections show improv- 
ing tendencies, though many cities re- 
port them only fair. Gross railway 
earnings for March indicate a gain of 
9 per cent o\ er a year ago. Relatively 
the best reports come from the great 
west, the buoyancy of advices front 
w hich is in marked contrast with thai 
same period a year ago.

the said victim came to his death by 
the willful and criminal negligence of 
Everett T. Schuler, George E -Sehuler, 
Amos W. Reed and San! Hartly. oper-. 
ators. managers and mine foremen of 
said mine.

OVER FORTY NEWSPAPERS HAVE 


STARTED IN NEWARK 


List Began With the Advocate Eighty-Five Years Ago- 


Evert Everts Prepares a Readable Story Giving 


History of Newark Newspapers, 


Newark's first newspaper was estab- 


lished in 1820, eigMy-five years ago, 
and since then forty odd newspapers 
have been established, yet only three 
survive, The Newark German Express, 
The Newark American-Tribune, 
and 


Tlie Newark Advocate. The following 
article has 
been furnished by Mr. 


Evert Everts, the well-known cigar- 
maker, and township trustee of New- 
ark: 


"The Newark Advocate was the first 


newspaper printed in Newark. It was 
founded by Mr. Benjamin Briggs, of 
Falyette county, Pennsylvania, in 1820. 
He continued it s publication 
until 


August, 1856, when he sold It to Win. 
D. Morgan. Mr. Morgan conducted it 
until January. 1869; when he transfer- 
red it to Mr. Lewis Glessner, who pub- 


. lished it until April, 1886. Mr. W. W. 


Kingsbury became swner at this lat- 
ter date, and was sole proprietor un- 
til April, 1867, when he formed 
a 


partnership with W. D. Morgan, one of 
its former conductors. Messrs. Mor- 
gan and Kingsbury were the joint pub- 
lishers until the death of the latter 
.gentleman in 1875, when Mr. Morgan 
again became sole proprietor and con- 
ducted- it until he disposed of it to 
Caldwell & Newton, 
on the 10th of 


March, 1880. In 1883 Mr. Caldwell dis- 
posed of his interest in the paper and 
The Advocate Printing Company was 
org-anized, and Mr. J. H. Newton was 
chosen editor- Later Mr. C. H. Spencer 
became associate "editor, and Mr. A. H. 
Pierson assumed the business manage- 
ment. Too much credit cannot be 
given these gentlemen for their suc- 
cessful manner of conducting the af- 
.fairs ot the company, which has result- 
ed in making it one of the brightest, 
most substantial and influential jour- 
nals in Ohio, 


"Ai copy, in possession of the writer, 


beazs-ttdate-of-December 4, 18G8, and 
bears the significant 
motto: 
'The 


blessings of government, like the dews 
of heaven, should be dispensed alike 
upon the rich and the poor, the high 
and the low.' A quotation from Jack- 
son. 


"An editorial reads as follows: 
"'An Outlook on the Situation.' 


"In today's paper will be found three 


articles worthy of the special notice 
of all who are desirous of 
keeping 


themselves intelligently advised of the 
drift of political events. One of these 
is from •Wendell Phellips, demanding 
universal negro suffrage, by an amend- 
ment of the federal constitution. An- 
other is from Theodore Tilton, of the 
New York Independent, touting with, 
and applauding Anna Dickinson in her 
effort to popularize intermarriage be- 
tween Whites and blacks. 
The third 


article is a, letter from Chief Justice 
Chase, endorsed by the New York 
Times (an original Grant paper), in 
favor of 'universal amesty and univer- 
sal suffrage.' These three productions 
will serve to keep our readers posted 
as to the drift of the wave on which 
the party now in power, is riding. It 
is said that General Grant is in favor 
of the amendment which Phillips de- 
mands and which Sumnei*is to intro- 
duce on the meeting of congress. This 
fact would seem the more remarkable 
when it is remembered that the plat- 
form on which Grant was nominated, 
expressly declared that suffrage in all 
the 'loyal' states should he left to 
their own decision.'

"The Newark Gazette was the sec- 


ond paper published in Newark. 
It 


was started by Rufus Henry and Dr. 
Daniel Marbles, late in 1827, and was 
devoted to the 
advocacy 
of John 


Quincy Adams to the presidency. 
In 


1837 Clark Dunham became proprietor, 
and remained such about ten years, ex- 
cept during 1841, when George M. 
Young and Samuel WMte were editors 
and proprietors. 
Messrs. George P. 


Conrad and William Richards succeed- 
ed "Mr. Dunham about the year 1847. 
In 1852 Mr. Michael P. Brister pur- 
chased The Gazette and changed its 
name to The Newark Times. • 
t 


"Late in 1855 Mr. Brister sold it to 


Mr. A. "W. Stevens, who changed its 
name to The North American. About 
three years later it was sold to S. G. 
Arnold. W. C. Gray and M. L. Wilson 
continued the paper as 
The 
True 


American in 1863 and 1864. In 1865 it 
passed into the hands of Me Adam & 
Lee. About a year later Major Caffrey 
and Dr. T. B. Hood became Its proprie- 
tors. In 1868 M. L. TVjilson and A. 3. 
Clark bought the concern. Later on 
Mr. 
WBlson 
severed his connection 


with the paper and Mr. I. N. Under- 
wood associated himself with 
Mr. 


Clark. 
About 1870 its 
name 
was 


changed to The Newark American. 
In 


the fall of 1884 Lyon & Ickes

charge of the paper.

writing can fail of being amply com- 
pensated for the perusal by the liter- 
ary excellencies of this eloquent and 
masterly composition.' 


"With this issue (Wednesday, May 


27, 1829), the editor says: 'We have 
the satisfaction to state that the sec- 
tion of canal in this vicinity, extend 
ing from the Licking summit to the 
Black Hand, or narrows of the Licking 
creek, comprehending a distance of 
more than twenty miles, is now com- 
pleted. The water was let in from the 
Racoon fork feeder on the 24th inst, 
and from the summit reservoir the day 
before yesterday.' 


"The news was received with much 


joy and satisfaction by the citizens 
and to show their appreciation of the 
fact the following call was made: 


"Fourth of July." 


"Would it not be well for the citi- 


zens of this and 
the 
neighboring 


towns, to celebrate the coming anni- 
versary of our Na*ional Independence 
by some suitable demonstration upon 
the canal? Let a boat, say, be chart- 
ered and move down from Newark, or 
some other point," to the narrows of 
the Licking, having an oration deliver- 
ed and a dinner prepared at that place.

Reviews Struggle in Chicago-Predicts 


City Will Win in Present 


Struggle. 


New York, April S.—Mayor-elect Ed- 


ward F. Dunne of Chicago came to 
New York and addressed a large meet- 
ing 
in 
Cosjper 
Union 
under 
the 


auspices of the Municipal Ownership 
league of this city. James Graham 
Phelps Stokes, vice president of the 
league, presided. Judge 'Dunne said: 


"The exploitation of public property 


by private capital, with its attendant 
greed, extortion and corruption, has, I 
believe, had its day in American 
cities. Next Monday Chicago starts 
upon her mibsion of dislodging private 
capital from the control of our street- 
car system. She has succeeded in op- 
eration of her waterworks system, in 
paying some $38,000,000 for its equip- 
ment; has loaned $3,000,000 from that 
department to the sewer system; is 
today ghing the cheapest water of 
probably any city in America, and has 
a cash surplus of nearly $1,000,000. 
She has so managed her electric light 
plant that she has reduced the cost of 
arc lamps from .$12.") to about §51 for 
arc lamps per annum. She is operating 
both departments as ve'l as her po- 
lice, fire and educational departments, 
without scandal, graft or corruption, 
besides cheapening the cost of utilities 
furnished to the public. She will have 
the same record of success in relation 
to her streetcar system. 


"The history of the struggle is inter- 


esting 
It commenced 10 years ago. 


Private capitalists who had possession 
of our streets at that tiiuo, not content 
with the franchise they had already, 
limited to 20 jears, went to the state 
capital and by the most shamelcbs cor- 
ruption induced the legislature to per- 
mit tne g-ant of 50-y-ar franchises. 
The people wore takon unawares and 
the law was passed. But the public of 
Chicago at once revolted, and before 
the private capitalists could have an 
ordinance passed in the city council, 
pursuant to the terms of the act passed 
by the legislature, the people were 
upon their feet with fire in their eyes 
and determination in their faces. The 
next legislature was compelled to re- 
peal this infamous law. From time to 
time the people of Chicago on one 
side and the capitalist^ who have been 
in charg" of this business on the other 
were in a life and death struggle for 
the possession of our streets. 


"The only serious objections raised 


during the recent struggle in Chicago 
against public ownership of the public 
utilities arc: First that it would tend 
to build up a great political machine. 
We have a civil service law in the 
city of Chicago, under which for sev- 
eral years past it has been practically 
impossible for any man to place a 
friend upon the police, fire or water 
department. The other objection was 
that the municipality had no money. 
There- is no force whatever in the ob- 
jection. The operation of these utili- 
ties either by public or private per- 
sons is a valuable privilege. We pro- 
pose to raise all the money nrcf.ssary 
to purchase an up-to-date streetcar 
syst'-m upon certificates which 
are 


special or limited promises to pay out 
of the income collected from the sys- 
tem.

What a Russian Naval Officer 


Saw of the Siege. 


PLAYING PINGPONG FOE BLOOD. 


Cdptnlu II. A. Saxc i-aj'N One Klcvcn 


Inch Shell That IU-1'iiNoil 1o Uurwt 
\V'im Fired Huck nuU Forth Koisr 
Tlme»— Terrors of 
HuNpKuI Work

Imagine iilaying pingpong witli an 


eleven inch shell for' a ball, huge can- 
non for bats, mountains for a net! The 


• story of this, unquestionably the big- 
' gest game of pingpong ever played, 


• was recently told. to> the New York 


World. b£.. Captain I{. A, Saxe of the 
; Russiaii;¥Uivy just bcfpr.e ho sailed for 
'•.T^ranqe^^Jbis way home on parole. 
,» Captain Saxe was one of the Russian 
' naval officers who were in Port Ar- 
,tbur throughout the siege and who fell 
'into the bauds of the Japanese wheir 
the fortress surrendered. He was iu 
command of the naval transport Ger- 
mak, which was sunk just before the 


'. capitulation. 
The game of artillery 


'. pingpong he described as follows: 


"We had used up all the ammunition 


fpr our big guns. We sailors were on 
shore fighting side by side with the 
landsmen on the fortiOcatious, our 
ships having been sunk or. destroyed 
one after another. The Japanese kept 
up a bombardment that was incessant. 
iNight and.day-.thelr shells rained down 
upon us. But not all of them burst, 
and this "fact gave us ammunition 
when we had none of ,our own. The 
-eleven inch shells burst less frequently 
than the smaller ones, the reason for 
this being that they are loaded with an 
extremely powerful explosive and the 
men who fit the fulminating caps to 
'them are afraid, to handle them except 
very delicately. 
The consequence is 


that to many of them the caps are not 
properly adjusted, aud. the explosion of 
the- fulminate fails to explode the shell. 
The smaller shells, loaded with black 
powder, are handled with less delicacy 
because they. are not so dangerous, aud 
their caps rarely fail to explode them. 


"Many shells were tossed back and 


forth 'more than once. I know of one 
that Ttas so used at least for times. 
The Japanese fired it at us. We fired 
it. back at them. They returned it, and 
we'tossed it back, and so on. The last 
time I saw it I wrote this message on 
a piece of paper, 'If this does not ex- 
plode this time you should pnt it in a 
museum,' and directed the man in 
charge of the battery to place it inside 
where the Japanese would find it. lie 
did so and fired it at the enemy. I 
don't know whether it exploded- or not, 
but we never saw it again. 


"We could tell the number of times a 


shell was fired through the thread of 
the -screw in the cap hole. The Japanese 
screws turn froa right to left, the Rus- 
sian'' from left to right. And every time 
a new fuse was screwed in it left -its 
mark in the brass lining— ours from 
"left" to '. righf. those of the" 'Japanese 
f ro'm right to left. So there was no dif- 
ficulty in knowing the number of times 
it had. been fired by each side." 


"Were there many women in the 


city?"' 


"More tiian a < hundred. 
We kept 


them busy in the hospitals, and there 
was plenty of work for them to do. 
Most of them were the wives and fam- 
ilies of officers of the garrison or resi- 
dents of tie town, and few were pro- 
fessional nurses. But they behaved 
nobly and ministered to the sick and 
wounded day and. night as if they had 
been specially trained for nursing. 


"But the work in the hospitals was 


a ghastly affair in the last few months. 
If y9u can imagine performing serious 
surgical operations without antisep- 
tics, without anaesthetics and without 
bandages, you can form some idea of 
wl __ I our surgeons had to do. If you 
can imagine treating hundreds — aye, 
thousands — of men sick with scurvy 
and having no medicine for them, you 


. can form an idea of what our physi- 


cians did. 


"It was a frightful thing, cutting off 


legs and arms without chloroform or 
ether or antiseptics, but the soldiers 
stood it nobly. 
Operations like lapa- 


rotomy and trephining were also per- 
formed 
on conscious men. but of 


course the percentage of deaths was 
terrific, for without antiseptics such 
wounds are hard to heal. 
What I 


often wonder at is that so mnny brave 
fellows recovered and went back to 
the trenches to fight the enemy. 


"When we exhausted our supply of 


bandages we took old ones and washed 
them for use again. This was not dif- 
ficult so long as we had soap. 
We 


made our own soap out of fat and 
potash, bnt the time cnnic when there 
was no more potash, so we could make 
no more sonp. All we could <V> to re- 
new the bandage? then wn< to «=teani 
them. 
This only partially clemml 


them, and "the absence of any anti- 
septics rendered their use perilous. 
But they were all we had. and we 
made the best u?e we could of them. 


"Many n man wns wounded threo or 


four times aud each time was cured in 
l!ie hospital and returnc*?

"How did you protect yourselves 


from the rain of sin-UN':'* 


"Wo had bombproot's made of steel 


rnllK, and these were some protection 
against the six Inch shellx, but when 
the eleven inch shells began to pour 
down upon us our huuihproofs might 
just as well have been made of card- 
board for all tin; good they did. Under- 
ground burrows niluht have been a pro- 
tection, but there was no opportunity 
to use tin-in, for every available man 
was needed to repel the attacks of the 
enemy. 
The Japanese soon got the 


range and sent their shells with deadly 
precision wherever they would reach 
the most men. They had long before 
wrecked the town with their bombard- 
ment, and iu the hitter months they 
aimed at the men. 
We grew 'callous. 


The incessant shrieking of shells over 
and about one has its.(errors at first; 
but one soon grows jised to eveij jjiis. 
and we ceajsed to pay • attention; to 
them. 


"Port Arthur is the first city in the 


history otNthc world that was ever 
bombarded by eleven iuck guiis. Wjheu 
the first of these giant shells fell am'ong 
us we thought it hud 'been thrown from 
a warship, but when they followed one 
after another with perfect precision 
and aim we knew that no ship had fired 
them, for such accuracy of aim is im- 
possible from a floating battery. These 
shells wrought carnage in our ranks. 
The number of them the Japanese 
threw was stupendous. 1 know that 
on one day 800 fell, which is an aver- 
age of more than one every two min- 
utes. 


"The noise of such constant cannonad- 


ing day and night and the necessity of 
being ever on the alert and of taking 
your turn on the firing line or the ad- 
vanced posts had a 'fearful effect upon 
our nerves, aud it is a wonder we were 
not all maniacs before the capitulation. 
We became so accustomed, however. 
to having the din of battle in our ears 
tliat on one day—I think it was Jan. 2— 
when the Japanese fired no shells at 
us we were dazed by the silence. We 
kept putting our hands to our ears as 
if we were deaf. You know- how after 
a long journey by rail, with the rattle 
of the wheels constantly in yotir ears, 
when you reach your destination you 
continue to hear the rattle of the 
wheels. 
You know how j-ou feel the 


motion of a ship after you step ashore. 
Well, it was a sensation not unlike 
that. The roar was in our ears, though 
muffled, even after the bombardment 
had ceased.'' 


"And then there was the noise of 


your own guns,"' remarked the re- 
porter. 


"Our own gims?" replied Captain 


Saxe. 
"They did not count, for we 


had no ammunition to fire 
except 


what the Japanese sent us aud did 
not explode. The fighting was fierce, 
but on our side it was all at close 
range. 
The enemy were so close to 


us that we could hear them cough 
and sneeze. 
It was no use to fire 


rifles at them; they were too near. 
Our men threw hand grenades and 
fougat them back with the bayonet. 
They had only twelve, feet to leap to 
be inside our fortifications, but for 
months we held them back by sheer 
force of fighting, and they never were 
able to make that twelve foot leap.'' 


"And what of General Stoessei, about 


whom his subordinates express such 
varied opinions?" 


"A grand maw, a noble man!'1 cried 


Captain Sfixe, his eyes glowing with 
enthusiasm. '"He shared all the hard- 
ships of his men; he asked no one to 
go into any ;rei'II where he would not 
go himself: he inspired us all with his 
heroism. General Kondratchenko was 
as brave and as loyal, but no more so. 
lie was Stoessel's right arm through- 
out, the siege. 
They worked aud 


fought 
together, 
and 
when Kon- 


dratchenko fell a hero perished." 


"Is there any man who can be sin- 


gled out as the hero of Port Arthur?" 


"Every man who was through the 


siege proved himself a hero; none more 
than another. Such hardships, such 
wounds, such scenes of ghastly horror, 
such fighting endured so long with such 
splendid fortitude, entitle every man 
of the thousands who defended Port 
Arthur to the- laurels of a hero. Stoes- 
sei surrendered because there was 
nothing else to do. To have resisted 
further wouid have meant a wanton 
sacrifice of life, for the soldiers were 
dying by thousands of starvation, dis- 
ease and wounds. We had no ammuni- 
tion left to fight with and no food left 
to sustain us. The Japanese had beaten 
us back inch by inch, and no human 
power could prevent them from cap- 
turing the city. Therefore capitulation 
was all that was left for us. We had 
made as good a fight as men could 
have made, and there would have been 
no sense in fighting against tlic inevita- 
ble. .We who were with the seneral. 
working under his orders aud seeing 
his conduct, know he is a hero." 


At this point a party of ladies, arriv- 


ing to take Captain Snxe to .in enter- 
tainment, bro'-yrht the interview to n 
sudden close.

The greatest progress has been made 


(vitb the Totterdowu fields estate, in 
i'ojting. On this tract of thirty-nine 
acres nearly 800 cottages have been 
completed and are occupied, and the 
plans call for a total of l.iM i cot- 
tages. Iu this venture the I,ondon 
county council is investing $-.000.000. 


The cottages are built ot brick and 


stucco, with the roofs and chimneys 
sui'iuouutcil with the inevitable Kng- 
lish chimney pot — as, of course, you 
know, there is not a wooden structure 
in England. 


The cottages of Tooting are built to 


stand for hundreds of years, with little 
or any external repairs. The streets 
are paved, aud when an Englishman 
paved a street his grandchildren need 
not icplace it. 
Let us enter one of. 


ithese cottages. 


We will first inspect one which rents 


for 12 shillings a week, or $~bS in our 
money. This is a corner house, with 
'light on three sides. In the rear is a 
yard and garden plot :>3 by 55 feet. 
Garden truck grows all the year arourd 
in this climate, and many of the ten- 
ants of Tooting have no difficulty in 
raising the vegetables required for 
their personal use. The housewife has 
all of the rooms needed in which to 
hang and dry clothes, and her Irasband 
can indulge his inborn desire to keep a 
dog. All of this space is their own to 
do with as they please. The clothes are 
not covered with soot, and the dog is 
monarch of all that he surveys. 


The cottage is a two story one, with 


five rooms and a kitchen. The !ivmir 
room is 12 by 13 and the parlor 0 by 1 L 
feet. The kitchen is about 8 by 10, and 
the three bedrooms average 100 square 
feot. 
The floors are of hardwood 


throughout, and the same is true of the 
other woodwork. The wails are pa- 
pered aud the ceiling* calcimincd. The 
interior work compares with that of a 
Xeiv York or Chicago fiat which rents 
at from $30 to S40 a month. All of the 
rooms have an abundance of light and 
ventilation. 


John Jasper, blacksmith, aud his 


wife, mother and four children live in 
this cottage. It was a holiday, and 
most of the men folks were home. The 
blacksmith came to the door and bade 
us welcome. 


"How do you like it here?" I asked 


when, we had looked through ail of the 
rooms and listened to Mr. Jasper's 
plans for a combined hothouse and dog 
kennel. 


'•I like it," he said, looking out tc 


where his children were playing in the 
open air. "It's all new to me. but it 
would be like going to jail to have to 
go back to the barracks wheie we lived 
in Lambeth. Never knew what it was 
to be clean or to breathe fresh air till 
we came out here.'' 


"Does it cost you more for rent than 


it did when you lived in a tenement 
house?" 


"It costs just the same." he said; 


"but, bless you, look at what we have 
now and what we had then. I never 
thought when I was a boy that the 
time would ever come when I would 
live in a house all to myself." 


TheMiousiug work of the London coun- 


ty council is under the direct ehi.rge of 
S. G. Burgess, who has sev .•e,! as man- 
ager since 1001. There is 1:0 civil serv- 
ice — in the American sense of the word 
—in England. 
Therefore when the 


county council formed a housing de- 
partment and wished a manager they 
advertised for him. For twenty years 
Mr. Burgess had been actively engaged 
in tiie construction of middle class 
dwellings. lie had served with distinc- 
tion as manager of three great private 
companies. The London coui.ty council 
decided that he wr.s the bc<t man for 
the place. They therefore veered Mr. 
Burgess a certain salary, and after dye 
consideration he accepted their offer. 
He had just completed the construction 
of five large lodging house-; for Lord 
Kowton. designed for providing better 
accommodations for ^.."W( meu. The-v 
structures are of the same type :;s the 
Miiis hotels of Now York, which are 
occupied by about l.-~>(.iO m;:!c lodce~s.

All of the fraiimenliii-.v statements 


aud rumors coii'-eniiuir the cxleut of 
the housing scheme planned by the 
London authorities sink into iusiguifi- 
caiice compared with the plain facts 
and flgurc-s. It is not a reform; it is a 
revolution. 


Closely arllic-1 with the task of hous- 


ing the worlfiiiir chases of London i.s 
the problem ol providing cheap and 
rapid transportation for those who live 
iu these suburban houses built by the 
municipality. English capitalistic stu- 
pidity well nigh reached its limit at the 
hands of tho.se men who found them- 
selves the owners of street railway 
franchises and plants. 


While private enterprise in the L'nit- 


ed States and in other countries was 
eagerly pushing the work of discard- 
ing horse traction for mechanical and 
electrical, 
the somnolent owners of 


such properties in Great Britain were 
blind and deaf to the splendid progress 
attained by inventors and engineers. 
Realizing that there was no hope for 
an awakening from this' trance, the 
London county council was not slo\v iu 
taking advantage of an act passed by 
parliament in 1870, wliich provided 
that '-where the owners of a tramway 
(street railway; iu any district are not 
the local authority, such local authority 
within six months after the expiration 
of a period of twenty-one years from 
the time when such owners were em- 
powered to construct such tramway 
and within six months after the ex- 
piration of every subsequent period of 
seven years may. with the approval of 
the board of trace, require such pro- 
moters to ;se!l them their undertaking 
upon terms of paying the then value 
(exchisive uf any allowance for past or 
future, profits of the undertaking; of 
the tramway, such v.alue to be in the 
case of difference determined by a 
referee appointed by the board of trade 
on the application of either party."' 


There were fifteen private street rail- 


way companies operating in the coun- 
ty of London. The first one which had 
its franchise expire was promptly noti- 
fied by tlio-couiicil that its plant would 
be purchased. 
The company made a 


claim for S3.000.000. The county scoffed 
at this price. A referee was appointed 
and awarded the company $U22,000. 
The company appealed to the high 
court, which set aside the award. The 
council appealecT, and the court of ap- 
peals 'affirmed the referee's award, and 
their decision was continued by the 
house of lords. That settled it. This 
was in 1S94. 


The tramways act did not permit the 


local authorities to operate street rail- 
ways. It was therefore r.e.-cs.sary to 
lease the iine for a shoit period, which 
was accordingly done, the lease expir- 
ing in V. •'••>. The council then p;-oce"d- 
ed to pi"v hase other plant.-; as the fran- 
chises expired and ais. 
r> introduced a 


bill Kivin:: them power to oporat" line-:. 
Parliament passed such an act in isyi'i. 
and oil .(.•!•:. 1, 1SOO. .the London county 
council came into formal possession of 
a large share of the mileage of tram- 
ways within its jurisdiction. The last 
private franchise will not expire until 
Kilo, but uie lines are small and of u-> 
conseqvcve compared w:;h the stu- 
pendous problem of c.jnstn;.-ti:ia and 
opcratir.g new arteries of transporta- 
tion.

The last session of tlic Kiriy-cighth 


(.•on^rcss. which licfjMii Dec. :!, has not 
been pnxliK-tive of much general le«is- 
liitiun, siij'jj a Washington special Uis- 
pii tcli to tilt' 5«'t'\v York World. 


About tlic tilings which eoiifli'ess did 


at it« last scKsion and the tilings which 
it did not do no men arc mure compe- 
tent to spunk than the floor leaders, 
KeimblicHii and .Democratic, of tbe 
house of representatives, Sereno E. 
1'ayno of Now York and John Sharp 
Williams of Mississippi. They prepared 
the following statements just before 
the adjournment of congress. 


liepi'escntative 
Soreno E. Payne, 


chnirtnan of the ways and means com- 
mittee, Republican lloor leader, said: 


"In reviewing the work of the Kifty- 


eiffhth congress it will be necessary to 
bear in mind that this congress came 
in when the Republican party had been 
i.i power in both branches for six 
years. It had already legislated upon 
every great subject then agitated, such 
as the tariff, the isthmian canal and 
our island possessions. 


'•'Ibis contrress. therefore, practically 


confined itself to the enactment of ju- 
dicious amendments to that legislation 
and to the perfection of it. For exam- 
ple, it perfected the civil government 
scheme for the Philippines, revised the 
tariff and the revenue laws of the is- 
land, perfected civil government for 
Porto Kico and made effective reci- 
procity with Cuba. 


"It has strengthened the laws deal- 


ing with great corporations. It is to 
be regretted, that the statehood bill 
and the railroad rate bill cannot be 
completed at the present session; also 
the bill from the ways and means com- 
mittee cutting down the tariff on sugar 
and tobacco from the Philippines. 


"The subject matter of these bills 


has been pretty well digested, and 
congress will be prepared to take them 
up at the beginning of the next ses- 
sion, with the prospect that legislation 
wil1 result. This session of congress 
has been occupied largely with appro- 
priation bills, with a view to economy, 
so that the appropriations will not ex- 
ceed the revenue. I believe that re- 
sult has been accomplished. The rev- 
enues have been decreased because of 
the repeal of the war tax acts, amount- 
ing to $100,0011,000 annually. They have 
also been reduced this calendar year 
on account of the reciprocity with Cu- 
ba. But this is a growing country. Ex- 
penses naturally increase, as do reve- 
nues. It would seem that wise econo- 
my will avoid deliciencics an'd the oc- 
casion for any increase in taxation." 


Representative John Sharp Williams 


of Mississippi, Democratic floor leader, 
said: 


"Congress at this session has done 


nothing but pass the appropriation 
bills. It is true the house passed a 
railroad rate bill, with twice as many 
Republican recalcitrants as Democrat- 
ic ones. That is virtually all. Even 
the rate making bill, in section 14, of- 
fers two or three opportunities for end- 
less litigation, which makes it far less 
useful than it might be. 


"Congress should have revised the 


tariff, especially the steel schedule, 
such as structural steel and agricul- 
tural implements. It ought to have 
passed some legislation to curb the 
trusts more thoroughly, for it has boeii 
shown that even wh<Mi we win a law- 
suit against them and even bring to 
bear the machinery of the injunction. 
as was the case in the beef trust, the 
trust continues to do that which it has 
marked out and pays no attention 
whatever to the government. 


"It should have admitted the new 


states and should have kept faith at 
any r:ite with Arizona by not attempt- 
ing to put her in with New Mexico over 
the protest of the peuj,;^ ,''. b >th ter- 
ritories. 
Even if congress could" not 


agree on that it ought to have admit- 
ted Oklahoma and Indian Territory 
either as one state or as two. 


"Congress has made, no progress in 


Hue with the boasted presidential pol- 
icy of making easier opportunities for* 
arbitration iu case of (jnarrcls with 
for"ign imti'Mis. P.ut it increasi-d the 
wai expenditures under the pretext of 
bHuir prepared for some war which 
nob iily expects, although holding in 
al>r\:i!!<-<• needed appropriations for-in- 
tern:! ii<>:i:il improvements.

He rends with feverish haste and often 
sees facts before he reads llipm. Ho 
scores passages with blue pencil for 
one- 


purpose, with red for another and 
black indiscriminately. 
He doji oars 


one pace at the top, another at the bot- 
tom, sometimes folds a whole pa^e 
•double and sometimes into an ugly par- 
cel of two or three folds. 
He will 


glance at a beautiful engraving in the 
book and scribble his comments of 
character over the face of a duchess or 
a statesman. 


The book gutted, he sits down to his 


typewriter and writes out his review. 
This is a series of interjections, 100 
pages of a book boiled down to 100 
\vords, and yet all intelligent. A sheet 
of bis typewritten manuscript is a won- 
der to behold. If you ever tret a pen 
written letter from T. P.. I should Mig- 
gest you take it to a chemist. What- 
ever complaint yon are suffering from 
he will make you up a prescription 
that will kill or cute you. No one else 
can read it. On his typewriting ma 
chine T. P. rattles over the letters of 
the alphabet ivithout a stop or space 
or punctuation mark. The page is just 
a mass of letters. 
A secretary then 


draws a line between each word, and 
T. P. reads it over to see what he has 
written.—Pearson's London YVccklv. 


How Trifles Coniit. 


Some interesting statistics have been 


compiled showing how trifling articles 
count up in a year on the Santa Fe 
system. In the 400 stations between 
Chicago and the Pacific coast are slot 
machines containing sum. Into these 
machines last year were dropped 1,150,- 
000 pennies for gum, the sum being 
$11,500. The pins u"ed by officials and 
employees of the Santa Fe system last 
year weighed- 3,000 pounds. To keep 
the depots and offices clean 20,000 
brooms were used. The lead pencils 
used, if piacecl end to end, would make 
a line over 325 miles long. Fifty bar- 
rels of ink and 400,000 pens were used. 
From -what is known as the ''scrap 
heap" the company realized last year 
$1,250,000. 
This included almost ev- 


erything, from a shingle nail to a worn- 
out locomotive. Over $5,000 was re- 
alized from the sale of waste paper 
alone.—Chicago Inter Ocean.
